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GRAND JURY AND
THE MAGISTRATES

ALDERMEN AND JUSTICES AC.
CUSED OF STEALING.

Transcripts of Trivial Cases Pur-
posely Made Defective—The Bill Is
Ignored and the County Pays the
Costa—In Order to Check This
Bteal the Jury Placed the Costs on
the Prosecutor in Every SBuspicious
Oase—~Prosecutors Bubpoenased In
Cases They Ordered Discontinued.

Last week's grand jury establishel
4 precedent which will Jdoublless bz
followed quite generally hy lts prede-
cessors. IL Ix that of placing on th*
prosecutors the costs in cases that ave
fgnored because of defective tran-
peripts,

Over 150 of the bills lgnored last
week were for this cause, and in al-
most every Instance the jury put the
costs on the prosccutor, instead of on
the county, as {s customary, The puv-
pose of thig Is to cheek a steal which
unscrupulous maglstrates have been
practicing.

In ite final report, filed Saturday,
the Jury unhesitatingly says that
many of these defective transcripts
are due to neither carelesgness nor ig-
norance. A member of the jury lacer
on speaking to a Tribune reporter g1id
It was the positive bellef of all the
Jurymen that magistrates sent in de-
fective transcripts Xknowing them (o
be defective and that they would be
Ignored. Their sole purpose wus to
pile up a bill of costg, the greater part
of which would be made up of their'a
and their constables's costs,  Those
costs, they figured, would he placed o
the county, and all that would be noee
essary to do would be to go to the
vounty commissioners’ office and draw
them.

CRIED A HALT.

The griand Jury, however, put a halt
on thie little game by placing the ensts
on the prosecutor. The alderman, con-
stable and witnesses must aow  get
their fees out of the progecutor, If they
RBet them at all, The prosecutor, ol
course, can saddle the costs on the
county by decluring himself an ingol-
vent, but, as thix would necessitate
his transferring all his property, pay-
ing u lawyer to present and argue his
petition and gettling a ot of prothono-
tary's fees, It Is a question if, in the
long run. the prosecutor will nat pre-
fer to pay the costs in the ignored case.

There were u number of Instances
during the week of prosecutors des
claring before the grand jury that the
transeripts were sent 1o against their
wishes., In some cascr the prosecutor
had supposed the case was discontin-
ued and only learned to the contrary
upon belng subpoenawsd hefare {he
grand jury. The final return contalned
thirty-four true and one hundred and
eighty-nine Ignored bills. The true
bills were as follows:
